The report did not giv e their namea 
• it seems that three companies of state 
troops from J oliet left for Lemont and dis­ 
embarked at the Ex celsior stone quarry , two 
miles south of Lamont 
They were then ad­ 
v ised that the strikers in large numbers had 
made an assault upon men loading a can al- 
boat with stone one mile north of Lemont. 
Proceeding to that point, a collision between 
the troops and strikers occurred a little be­ 
fore noon.

“ The strikers commenced gathering at the 
Lemont depot as early as 2 o'clock Monday 
morning. ” said Sheriff Hanchett, “ and by 5 
o'clock they bad assembled in a force of 500 
men. 
They went through ev ery train that 
passed, to assure themselv es that no workmen 
to take their places were on board. I'v e got 
three of my deputies in Lemont, Potter, Ley - 
brandt, and Nickerson, and they are going 
to get assistance in the shape of militia from 
J oliet whenev er that shall be needfuL 
We 
are determined to afford protection to such 
workmen as are willing to work. 
The ma­ 
jority of the strikers, I understand, are 
ready and willing to resume work now, but 
are deterred through fear of the more v iolent 
of their fellows.” 
Depu ty Sheriff A. C. Potter sent the fol­ 
lowing report to Sheriff Hanchett, at Chi­ 
cago; 
Lemont, Ilia, May 4 .—The militia under 
Col. Bennett mov ed through Lemont, east, 
by following the main street, and when 
about entering the v illage a large mob as­ 
sembled on the street and would not dis­ 
perse to their houses when urged to do so by 
me.

—The house of commons 
Monday night, as in committee of supply , 
considered the v ote of credit of 155.000,000 
for war purposes. Labouchere’s motion that 
the appropriation was needless in v iew of 
the indications that peace might be preserv ed 
through diplomatic efforts, was rejected by 
a v ote of 7 2 to 29 . Gladstone defended the 
gov ernment's requisitions, and doprecated a 
debate on the situation in the absence of full 
knowledge of the details as irregular. There

for, 
and the 
unanimity with which tho meamr» had 
passed its first readings had left him with 
out the faintest doubt that the v erdict of the 
country upon it was fav orable.

If the gov ernment was not t$ 
be trusted, it had better be permitted to re­ 
tire. 
[Loud cheers.] 
Northcote, leader of the opposition, here 
urged Gladstone to consent to an adjourn­ 
ment of the debate, but the premier ob­ 
jected, say ing that any delay in granting 
the credit would be most serious in its re­ 
sults, in v iew of the present state of diplo­ 
matic negotiations. 
■Northcote's formal motion to adjourn the 
debate was then rejected—18 1 to 114.

liv ely debate ensued, in which Gladstone's 
replies to questions and suggestions dis­ 
play ed a somewhat querulous frame of 
mind.

SU P R E M E CO U RT DECISIONS. 


A Few of General Interest—Adjournment 
for the Term. 
W ashington City, May A — Tho supremt 
court of the United States Monday con­ 
cluded the October terra of 18 8 4, and ad­ 
journed until the term of 18 8 5, which begim 
on Oct. 2 nex t 
A great many decision« 
were handed in prev ious to adjournment 
Among them were the following of general 
importance:

the mov ements of their client, and that, be­ 
ing under arrest, he was not at liberty to dc 
as he chose. 
The supreme court of the Dis­ 
trict

confinement, 
the 
application 
for 
a 
writ of habeas corpus was not a proper one 
and it was therefore denied. 
The supreme 
court of the United States was appealed to 
and affirmed the decision of the court be­ 
low.

Surgeon General Wales by the nav al court- 
martial which was suspended to await the 
decision of the court. 
The court reoeiv et^sev eral day s ago a pe­ 
tition for a rehearing in the “ Virginia bond 
oases” some of which were recently decided.

In the Tennessee bond cases, which in­ 
v olv e the pay ment by the state of bonds is­ 
sued by the state in fav or of certain rail­ 
roads, tho court affirmed the decision of the 
lower court, which was in fav or of the roads, 
and required pay ment of the bonds by the 
state. 
A decision was rendered in a number 
of cases for damages against the Union Pa­ 
cific and Tex as Pacific railroads, reaffirming 
an ancient decision to the effect that suite 
against corporations operating under state 
laws or otherwise are transferable from 
state to federal court*.

The Rochelle Reg ister comes to ou r table 
loaded with grief, pu t u p in solid type 
and filling half a colu mn or so of that 
paper. The Reg ister'* grief now is cau sed 
by an editorial in which T he T e l e gr a p h 
objected to the bill before the legislatu re 
proposing 
to u nfairly tax 
telephones. 
Neighbor Otis considers telephone 
ex­ 
changes monopolies and, therefore, this 
paper is a defender of the same. Tiie 
T e le g r a p h has never in all its existance 
defended a monopoly of any sort and the 
Reg ister is not fair in its statements to in­ 
timate that it has. The telephone (and 
not the owners of the exchanges) is a 
monopoly only so far as all holders of 
letters patent are monopolists. The own­ 
ers of the telephone instru ment have a 
monopoly on the patent bu t they have 
nothing whatever to do with the yariou s 
companies ru nning the telephone ex­ 
changes of the cou ntry. 
And, fu rther­ 
more, as there are hu ndreds of different 
companies in the bu siness the danger of 
a real monopoly on the telephone ex­ 
changes is q u ite imaginary. Any citizen 
can start a telephone exchange where a 
franchise has not been granted, and there 
are a great many cities still open for the 
enterprise. The service of connections 
between cities is covered by the telegraph 
and the obnoxiou s monopoly featu re of 
the Western Union and other companies 
will be eventu ally neu tralized by the es­ 
tablishing of telephone lines. In this 
respect it will be seen that the telephone 
will eventu ally be a most effective featu re 
in wiping ou t the telegraph monopoly 
The owners of the telephone exchanges 
arc not responsible for the fact that the 
company holding the patent on the tele­ 
phone instru ment is a monopolist. The 
parties who have established the tele­ 
phone exchanges rent the instru ments of 
the owners of the patent and pay exor­ 
bitant royalties for them. 
Bu t the price 
is fixed and no amou nt of taxing by the 
legislatu re will alter the rates, bu t a tax 
wou ld increase the expense of telephones, 
now q u ite enou gh we grant you . 
While 
these check s will 
prevent the tele­ 
phone from becoming a monopoly, cer­ 
tainly it is not now in any sense of the 
word a very grinding affair of the sort, 
for the simple reason that we can get on 
very well withou t it when the owners of 
the plant charge too mu ch. W here peo­ 
ple do not wish the lu xu ry of a central of­ 
fice to be ru n night and day there are q u ite 
a nu mber of cheap telephones that do 
very good service and which can be pu r­ 
chased and pu t u p at a very small ex­ 
pense. If the telephone is a monopoly 
then it is a very easy thing for editor Otis 
to become a great monopolist. 
He has 
bu t to rent the req u ired nu mber of in­ 
stru ments; bu y a little wire and a few 
car-loads of post and become a bloated 
bond-bolder in a telephone exchange. 
The editor states that an exchange in 
Rochelle wou ld at fifteen dollars per in­ 
stru ment “ pay a better retu rn on the cap­ 
i t a l invested than the average cou ntry 
“newspaper pays. 
At that rate the ex­ 
change wou ld ru n and pay for itself in 
“three years ” 
Then why in the name of 
wealth and lu xu ry don’t you sell you r 
printing office and go into the telephone 
bu siness. Thero are plenty 
of cities with 
dou ble the popu lation contained in Ro­ 
chelle that are withou t a telephone ex­ 
change and all you need to do is to rent 
you r instru ments and go ahead. How­ 
ever, when editor Otis finds that he is 
paying to the patentee of the telephone 
instru ment a royalty ©f abou t twenty dol 
lars per annu m u pon au instru ment that 
he is renting for fifteen, he will soon come 
to the conclu sion that it will be ju st as 
profitable to continu e in the respectable 
work of writing editorial anent matters 
abou t which he does not u nderstand. The 
people of Ogle are not sadly oppressed by 
telephone monopolies, there being no ex­ 
change, we believe, in that cou nty, and, 
therefore, ju st one little cheap monopoly 
of that sort 
might be enjoyed there as 
well as elsewhere. 
We believe that the 
telephone exchanges in all the large cities 
are controled by their own 
citizens and 
this mu st be the cream of the bu siness. 
There are many instru ments u nd lilies 
owned by private individu als. A. It. 
Whitney, of Frau k liu 
Grove, has a tele­ 
phone from his residence to the depot; 
and this simple fact clearly illu strates ou r 
statement that the telephone is 
not, nor 
can it become, in any sense a monopoly. 
The telegraph mu st be ru n by expert op­ 
erators u nd, therefore, will always be u n­ 
der the control of large companies 
with 
large capital, as vast territories mu st be 
covered. 
The 
telephone 
can be made 
local and is o p era te d by any person 
not 
deaf or du mb. Becau se railroad are 
monopolies is transportingfrieght 
it does 
not follow that cu u als are monopolies be­ 
cau se they are u sed for the same pu rpose. 
The Reg ister, we wou ld mildly su ggest, 
“ cou ld occu py its time to some advan­ 
tage” in learning the difference between 
a monopoly 
and a common bu siness en­ 
terprise. 
T h e T e le g r a p h has this ad 
vantage over some newspapers: It k now« ' 
a monopoly when it see° it.
